The  1 992-93  school  term  was  a  challenging  yet 
eventful  year  for  us  here  at  Saint  Augustine's 
College.  It  was  one  full  of  significant  triumphs 
and  one  of  trials  —  as  it  was  fraught  with  adver- 
sity. But  then,  some  adversity  now  and  then  al- 
lows individuals  and  institutions  alike,  to  identify 
their  strengths  and  move  forward  with  resolve, 
while  maintaining  resiliency  through  a  policy  of 
doing  the  right  thing  —  both  moral  and  ethical 
—  and  staying  IN  TOUCH  WITH  THE  TIMES. 
Over  the  years,  Saint  Augustine's  has  established 
a  record  that  does  indeed  stand  on  its  own  merit. 

Tragedy  touched  our  lives  during  the  school 
term  as  the  ills  of  society  and  Divine  intervention 
claimed  some  of  our  own.  The  impact  on  us  — 
the  students  —  and  the  college  itself  was  pro- 
found as  they  were  a  part  of  the  St.  Aug's  Family. 
Though  it  was  not  always  apparent,  we  came  in 
touch  with  our  spirituality;  and  in  grieving  we  found  some  measure  of  comfort.  Outside 
the  campus,  we  lost  some  of  our  African- American  heroes.  Jazz  innovator  and  band  lead- 
er John  Birks  "DIZZIE"  Gillespie  died  in  the  fall  of  1992,  as  did  retired  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Thurgood  Marshall  who  was  the  chief  architect  of  the  Brown  Versus  Board  of 
Education  Case  and  long  a  champion  for  Civil  Rights.  The  renowned  contralto  Marian 
Anderson  died  in  early  1993;  and  tennis  great  Arthur  Ashe  who  also  championed  the  call 
for  majority  rule  in  South  Africa,  died  in  February  1993.  Their  legacy  lives  on  in  our  suc- 
cesses. 

Hitting  the  books  as  hard  as  ever,  we  did  our  darndest  to  improve  our  academic  per- 
formance, while  otherwise  maintaining  a  healthy  social  balance.  And  we  began  to  take 
greater  responsibility  for  our  actions.  The  occasional  doldrums  that  sometimes  descend- 
ed on  Dullsville  did  not  deter  us  for  long.  Interaction  with  others  in  varied  settings  gave  us 
the  confidence  to  explore  our  full  potential  and  the  breadth  of  our  experiences  brought 
new  levels  of  growth.  The  joy  and  pain  of  it  all  was  akin  to  an  exam  for  some  of  us,  and  for 
some  others  it  was  a  much-needed  wake-up  call.  And  we  have  survived  to  tell.
